Played on the 5 string banjo, an original 


American instrument, this music could only 
have been recorded right at the source. This 
Musical Heart of America is right in Nash- 
ville, Tennessee. It is from Nashville that this 
music comes. It is in Nashville that the great 
country artists live and work, and it is in 
Nashville that these recordings were made. 

- People who attend the Grand Ole Opry in 
Nashville or who have seen Lester Flatt and 
Earl Scruggs on television have been im- 
pressed with the real country and Bluegrass 
styles of Hylo Brown. He is featured vocalist 
with the Flatt and Scruggs Show. Now you 
can hear him perform SOURWOOD MOUN- 
TAIN, a song we identify with Hylo. 

Bill Clifton is finding favor with folk music 
fans throughout the country and his perform- 
ance of “I Left My Girl In Tennessee” is sure to 
find lasting favor with Bluegrass fans. It cer- 
tainly belongs in this collection of Spectacular 
Bluegrass Favorites. His music has a rich, full 
and authentic sound and is a “must" in any 
collection of this type. 

The sincere people who create this music are 
following in the footsteps of our forefathers 
and bring us much pleasure from our Great 
American Heritage.
